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WHEN WINTER COMES 


With snowfalls and lower tempera- 
tures all the way from the mountains to 
the great lakes, Indian summer has appar- 
ently passed and winter come to the 
prairie country, 

Unwelcome as the change may be in 
some respects, it is to be expected that it 
will result in a stimulation of business 
in all lines which are subject to seasonal 
influence. Mild weather in the fall makes 
for dull trade in a country where the sea- 
sons are sharply defined. Businessmen 
and business centres have had cause to 
realize that during recent weeks. 

The coming of winter means a grow- 
ing demand for winter clothing and coal, 
in particular. ‘There is a promise that 
times will be busier from this on in the 
stores and around the coal mines, with a 
freer circulation of money and more em- 
ployment for clerks and miners, 


MULTIPLYING LAWS 


President Hoover says that what is 
needed to check crime is that the law be 
enforced, not that more laws be framed. 
The observation is not new, but it is one 
which will stand frequent repetition, and 
which is applicable in Canada as in the 
United States. 

The unfortunate fact is that law-mak- 
ing is a favorite method of dodging the 
duty of Jaw enforcement. A weak-backed 
administration frequently finds it more 
convenient to hoodwink the public by 
framing a new law than to suppress crime 
b® making existing laws mean in practice 
what they say. 

The Ten Commandments could be 
printed in large type on the fly leaf of a 
modern statute book; but no one who 
lives within the scope of their prohibitions 
is in danger of finding himself in violation 
of the criminal law of a democratic coun- 
try. If Moses could codify the regulations 
necessary for the ordering of life and 
conduct within such small space, the mod- 
ern legislator evidently falls a long way 
short of the Mosaic standard. 


ITALY AND RUSSIA 


The foreign ministers of Italy and 
Russia have been in conference, and Rome 
despatches cite the probability of a bar- 
gain being made which would link up the 
interests of the two countries in promot- 
ing their mutual industrial and commer- 
cial development. 

Should that occur, the international 
merger would be in position to set a pace 
that would give the rest of Europe some- 
thing to worry about. Russia is a vast 
storehouse of raw materials, and Italy a 
hive of manufacturing industry. Fascist 
factories drawing raw materials from 
Russia under favored nation terms would 
mean real competition for Great Britain, 
Germany, France and the United States in 
the world markets. 

But what Europe is probably worder- 
ing is whether the alliance would have 
only a commercial object. That would be 
bad enough, but if Mussolini and Stalin 
joined hands with political objectives in 
mind the continental countries would be 
lined up for war, with only an “incident” 


required to set the guns roaring. And 
when foreign ministers meet they are 


quite as likely to talk about international 
politics as about trade. 


THE C. N. R. SHOPS 


This should be a favorable time to 
urge upon the directors of the Canadian 
National Railways that they proceed at 
once with the erection of the machine 
shops at Edmonton which are called for 
in the agreement made with the city. 

The National Railways are spending 
fifty million dollars in the construction of 
new terminal facilities in Montreal, and 
five millions or more in the erection of a 
hotel at Vancouver. These are presum-

Dear Miss Leeds—Will you 
please tell me if raisins, butter-| 
milk and cottage cheese are fat- | 
tening? 

I'm not eating any of these 
until I hear from you, so if I can 
get an early reply, I'll appreciate 
it very much, DUTCH. 

Answer—None of these foods 
is considered fattening as none 
of therm is rich in fuels. All of 
them are dich in vitamin con- 
tent, however. 

The only sure way to know 
whether or not a food is fatten- 
ing is to know how to count cal- 
ories, as almost any food is fat- 
tening if one will eat it in suffi- 
clent quantities to get a large 
number of calories. You will be | 
able to get information giving 
the caloric value of most foods| 
from any library or bookstore. | 
Regardiny the three items you 
mention, it takes ten ounces of 
buttermilk to make 100 calories. 
When you realize that it takes 
only five ounces of whole milk 
for the same number of calories 
you will realize that you can 
drink agreat deal more butter- 
milk and yet have no fear of 
putting on weight, Buttermilk is 
valuable as a food in that it Is 
a cleanser and also contributes 
both vitamins and proteins. The | 
buttermilk method is a favorite) 
way of loosing weight. In fol- 
lowing this method one may 
drink’ a pint of buttermilk for) 
breakfast and nothing else, 
Take more at 10:30 and a pint 
for lunch, with nothing else.

ting started in a job, and they take it as no more than their right that 
daughter's husband should have to feed and house two or three more than 
he counted on. 


It's to laugh when you hear a fatuous youth say that he Is marrying 
Sally, he isn’t marrying her femily, because he hasn't been married two 
months before he discovers that he has espoused not only Sally, but 
father and mother and sisters and brothers, Look about you and you 
will perceive that nine men out of ten are supporting their wives’ fathers 
and mothers and not their own, 


And when there is any question of borrowing money, or of paying doc- 
tors’ bills, or settling the grocery account, who do father and mother turn to 
but Gally, whose husband must supply the funds, They don’t ask their un- 
married children because they can’t bear to think of poor dear Maud or 
Reginald having to deny themselves. They don’t ask their married sons for 
help because, well, they know that their married sons’ wives have gone 
through their husbands’ pockets on thelr own families’ behalf and wouldn't 
tand for their husbands giving to their own parents anyway, so they fall 
back on their married daughters who are always to be depended upon, 


Why this is thus, nobody can explain. It ts just that way tn life, 
and many a woman who really loves her husband and who thinks she 
is a good wife and desires to be a good wife, inflicts a terrible injustice 
on him by literally selling him into slavery on their wedding day to her 
family. .

She could have seen easily 
enough why they shoulé be made to stand on their own feet and go to 
free clinics when they were sick, and generally paddle their own canoes | 
without burdening poor, dear Tom, who had enough to do to support his | 
own family, 


Probably if women argued out this question in thelr minds they would 
say that if they were not married and were earning salaries that they would 
give the money they made to their families, and that they have just as much 
right to give what they make as wives as they would ii they were sterlograph- 
ers or teachers. But they forget that when a woman marries she takes on 
a h'gher obligation than that which she has to her family, Her first duty 
is to her husband and she has no right to sacrifice him to her people.

Soldiers Approve 

Former members of the Cana- 
dian forces have expressed their 
complete approval of the ap- 
pointment. 

Mr. Speers, a most distinguish- 
ed member of the Edmonton bar, 
was born at Brandon, Man., in 
April, 1891, on a farm near Oak 
Lake. 

When he was four years old, 
his family moved to Brandon, 
where the lad grew up, first at- 
tending the Brandon public and 
later collegiate institute. 

He was matriculated in 1907, 
after which he entered the Mer- 
chants Bank, with which he re- 
mained for two years. He re- 
tired from banking and con- 
tinued his studies, attending the 
University of Manitoba, from 
which he was graduated in arts 
in 1913. 

Studied Here 

Immediately turning his steps | 
westward, he came to this city 
and was articled as a law stu- 
dent to the legal firm of Rob- 
ertson, McDonald and Winkler. | 

He continued in this capacity 
until February of 1916, when he 
joined the 194th battalion and 
soon after was appointed a ser- 
geant. 

During the spring and sum- 
mer of the same year the bat- 
talion trained at Sarcee camp, 
south of Calgary, and he ob- 
tained sufficient leave to come 
to this city and write his final 
law examinations.

Todd, was 
wanted on a charge of robbery 
with violence of Yee Lee, at Mir- 
ror, on a night in August of 1921 

For a while it seemed as 
though the notice was a me- 
mento of one man who made 
crime pay, but the long arm of 
the law never wearies, even when 
its stretched out for close on a 
decade, for word reached In-

Deportation of unemployed 
aliens in Edmonton, who are or 
may be benefited by the city's 
relief program, is now being con- 
siderd but no decision has yet 
been made as to whether applic- 
ation should be made to the 
minister of immigration for 
such a step, Mayor J, M. Doug- 
las announced Friday morning 

Asked how many men that 
such a procedure would involve 
Mayor Douglas said he did not 
have any definite figure. 

“Would it be as many as 300 
men?” His Worship was asked. 

“More than that, I believe,” 
the mayor replied. 

Hon. W. A. Gordon, minister 
of immigration, has stated that 
any city is quite within its rights 
in applying for the deportation 
of any alien immigrant who has 
become a public charge or is in 
receipt of public funds, 

Providing relief work for re- 
cent arrivals in the country is 
held to be a considerable drain 
on the city’s resources and the 
commissioners feel that it might 
be desirable to apply for the de- 
portation of any who have be- 
come liable to such proceedings. 

An early decision in this re- 
gard 1s expected.

$110 a month, was raised at the 
meeting of the buildin ana 
grounds committees of the Ed- 
monton Public school board hela 
in the civic block on Thursday 
with Trustee Dr. F. W. Crang 
Labor, sturdily upholding the 
principle of one family, one Job 

in these hard times. 

Dr. Crang raised the question 
after the routine business of the 
meeting had been cleared away, 
asking Geo. Latham, board en- 
gineer, if he had secured the in 
formation relative to a married 
woman holding down a job as 
part-time caretaker at one of 
the smaller schools, at a salary 
of $25 a month, concerning 
whom a number of complaints— 
in that connection only—-had 
reached the board over a period 
of years, She gets $3 a week 
overtime during the three 
months of midwinter also. 

It was stressed by Dr. Crang 
that at the present time, when 
there are so many out of work, 
a job of this kind could more 
logically be held by 4 man, or a 
widow with a family of small 
children to look after, and 
Trustee A. T. Cushing concurred, 
pointing out that the board had 
already established a principle 
with regard to the employment
